As  every  Kitchen  does  not  contain 
a  steamer  of  sufficient  oapacity  to  supply 
a  duneu  hungry  atomnehs,  it  Is  eemetunee 
necessary  to  have  them  boiled,  it  we  have 
them  at  all.  I  had  loa|.  faith  entirely  m 
boiled  dumplings,  believing  them  only 
solid  anil  indigestible— a*  1  bud  turn  op 
other? — until  a  neighbor  k  inrfl y  jMWufiJod 
me  in  the  proceas.  I  m  <8  the  wud  or 
dough,  as  for  nice  short  biscuit,  and  noth¬ 
ing  is  U  ttar  for  thm»<>  than  #e  top  of  good 
rich  buttermilk.  Blft  Hie-  flfifir  iu  the 
bread  bowl,  making  n  hole  hr  the  center. 
Put  into  it  one  teasnoonful  of  pulverised 
saleratua,  sad  mix  with  It  a  liaiidfht  of  dry 
flour  ;  add  one  pint  of  rich  buttermilk  or 
Hourcreuiu  and  a  piaoli  of  sail.  Stir  brisk 
ly  until  it  foams,  then  stir  in  the  flour  until 
you  have  a  soft  dough.  Knead  but  little, 
an.l  roll  out  in  round  pieces  ee  for  pie 
crust,  but  rather  thicker.  Put  the  fruit  on 
one  half  of  tho  crust,  and  dredge  over  it  a 
little  flour,  welting  the  edges  of  the  crust, 
as  for  pies,  to  make  it  stick.  Lsp  the 
crust  over  the  fruit,  fastening  the  edges 
securely.  It  now  resemLdes  the  old  fash¬ 
ioned  “turnover”  and  should  be  pricked 
with  a  fork  to  expel  the  air  and  squeezed 
In  the  hands  until  it  aasumes  a  round  form 
about  the  size  of  a  large  teacup.  When 
they  are  all  made  iu  Uus  way  drop  them 
into  a  kettle  containing  about  a  gallon  of 
boiling  water,  previously  salted  a  little, 
and  on  the  bottom  au  old  plate,  to  prevent 
their  burning,  Kmj  them  Ixnlmg  briskly 
for  three-fourths  or  an  hour  ana  covered 
closely,  when  they  will  be  done,  which 
may  be  determined  by  trying  with  a  fork. 
Serve  hot  with  cream  and  sugar  flavored 
with  lemon  or  nutmeg.  Pieplant  is  very 
nice  served  in  this  way,  as  well  as  straw¬ 
berries,  raspberries  and  other  fruits,  and 
they  always  And  a  ready  market  at  the 
dinner  table.
